Washington, D. C., June 12 to 19, 1940 


The Fourteenth National 4-H Club Camp will be held under supervi- 
sion of the Extension Service of the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, June 12 to 19, 1940, inclusive, in Washington, D. C. 


The Camp will be open to receive club delegates and leaders on June 
12. The formal opening of the Cemp is scheduled for 8 p. m., Wednesday, 
June 12. ‘The camp orogram will close at 10 p. m., Wednesday, June 19. 
Only delegates and persons officially engaged in the Extension Service may 
stay in Camp. 


OBJECTIVES 


The objectives of the National 4—H Club Camp are to help 4-H Club 
delegates and extension agents to learn of the work of the United States 
Department of Agriculture and the other Government Departments, to gain a 
deeper understanding of those ideals that have shaped Washington as the 
Nation's Capital, and toconfer together regarding the development of a 
strong rural leadership and a richer and fuller life for all those living 
in the country. 


The National 4-H Club Camp also provides an excellent opportunity 
to portray to the public the accomplishments of the 4-H Club movement, to 
enable 4—~H Club leaders to confer together regarding matters of importance 
in the further development of the 4—E Club program, and to help young 
people to widen their outlook on agriculture and life in genoral through 

he travel experiences gained in important centers of historic, economic, 
and social interest en route to and from the Camp and through the many 
happy contacts with young people and leaders of other States and areas. 


THEMES FOR NATIONAL CAMP 


What's Ahead for Rural Youth is the theme for the delegates! con- 
ferences. A separate conference each day is being arranged for all 4-H 
Club delegates in order that they may discuss together the many aspects 
of this theme of most concern to them. Each year the fact has been empha- 
sized that rural life is going to make far different demands on young 
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people as future leaders than it has made on their parents and the agri- 
cultural leaders of the past. Therefore, it is believed that rural young 
people should be given every opportunity to prepare adequately to meet 
the problems of their maturity. 


The program for the State leaders! conference is being arranged by 
a committee composed of Mr. Erickson, of Minnesota; Miss Hughes, of Vir- 
ginia; Mr. Jernigan, of Arkansas; Miss Bunting, of Montana; Mr. Wright, 
of New York; Miss Smith, of Kansas; and Mr. Potter and Mr. Turner, of the 
Federal Extension Service. 


MEMBERSHIP ° 


Each State, as well as Hawaii, Alaska, and Puerto Rico, may send 
two 4~H Club leaders, two 4—H Club boys, and two 4-H Club girls. The 
director of extension in each State will be responsible for the selection 
of the leaders and club delegates to the Camp. Official leaders must be 
from the Extension Service. When a State sends two leaders to the Camp, 
it is recommended that a man and a woman be chosen. The average attend- 
ance at the National Camp is about 175 delegates and 80 leaders represent- 
ing about 42 States. 


REQUIREMENTS 


The following standards are suggested as a basis upon whicn to 
select club delegates: 


(1) Each club delegate shall have reached his or her six- 
teenth birthday on June 1, 1940, and should not have 
passed his or her twenty-first birthday on June 1, 1940. 


(2) Each delegate shall have been an active member of a club 
during the calendar year 1939, and shall have completed 
at least 3 full years of club work involving result dem- 
onstrations and general 4-H Club activities. 


(3) Other things being equal, recognition shall be given to 
the club member in relation to his or her 4—H Club work. 


(4) Health and physical fitness likewise shall be considered 
in selecting the club delegates to the National Camp. 
Only the physically fit are able to carry through the 
camp program. An incipient case of appendicitis or other 
ailment that would prevent the active participation in 
camp activities should be considered as a disqualifica- 
tion for a State delegate. <A health examination certif- 
icate will be required of every delegate. 
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FINANCES 


The Department of Agriculture will furnish the camp site, tenting 


facilities, and equipment. 


The States will make arrangements for the expenses of travel and 
subsistence to and from Washington and the cost of meals while in Camp. 
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GENERAL INFORMATION 


The 1940 National 4-H Club Camp is located on the Mall 
immediately south of the Washington Monument and on the 
shore of the Tidal Basin. 


The formal opening of the Camp will be held on the camp- 
grounds at 8 p. m., Wednesday, June 12. 


Assemblies will be held in the auditorium of the South > 
Building, United States Department of Agriculture.
